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30  YEARS'

This  is  the  beginning  of  the  30th  anniversary 
year  of  Pacifica  Foundation,  and  of  listener-sponsored 
radio  in  the  United  States. 

On  April  1 5, 1 949,  Lewis  Hill  stood  in  front  of 
a  microphone  and  said  "This  is  KPFA,  listener-sponsored 
radio  in  Berkeley. .  .  ."  and  a  new  era  in  broadcasting 
opened.  KPFA  was  the  first  radio  station  which  was  fi- 
nanced by  the  listeners  and  not  by  advertisers  or  govern- 
ment. 

Nine  years  later  a  group  of  people  came  toge- 
ther in  Los  Angeles  who  were  interested  in  forming  a 
listener-sponsored  station  there.  They  obtained  Pacifica's 
help  and  that  station  became  the  second  Pacifica  station, 
KPFK.  In  1959,  Louis  Scweitzer,  a  wealthy  businessman 
and  philanthropist  who  had  put  a  good  music  station  on 
the  air  in  New  York  City,  largely  with  his  own  funds,  do- 
nated that  station,  WBAI,  to  the  Pacifica  Foundation. 
In  1969,  a  group  in  Houston  Texas  sought  the  help  of 
Pacifica  in  forming  a  station.  This  became  KPFT  and  it 
went  on  the  air  in  March  1970  as  Pacifica's  4th  station. 

In  1968,  Pacifica  had  filed  an  application  with 
the  FCC  for  a  station  in  Washington  DC.  After  prolonged 
delay,  hearings  and  litigation,  a  permit  to  construct  a  sta- 
tion was  granted  in  January  1975.  WPFVV  went  on  the  air 
in  February  1977. 


Thus,  in  30  years,  Pacifica  has  grown  from  a 
tiny  550  Watt  station  in  Berkeley  to  a  noncommercial 
broadcast  group  whose  signal  can  be  heard  by  80%  of 
the  population  of  California  and  20%  of  the  population 
of  the  United  States. 

The  start  of  our  30th  Anniversary  year  is  a  good 
time  to  look  at  the  Pacifica  Foundation  itself,  its  princi- 
ples and  its  history. 

Writing  in  1960,  Eleanor  McKinney,  a  member 
of  the  founding  group  of  Pacifica: 

Lewis  Hill,  the  founder  of  KPFA,  was  intensely  con- 
cerned with  two  contemporary  problems:  communi- 
cation, and  the  strife  between  individuals  and  between 
nations  which  plague  modern  society.  He  believed 
these  two  problems  were  fundamentally  one.  The 
most  potent  communicative  vehicles  of  modern  time 
(in  1946),  radio  broadcasting,  had  never  been  used  in 
serious  service  of  these  problems.  Aware  that  the  arts— 
r.iusical,  literary  and  dramatic— are  a  bridge  of  commu- 
nication between  all  men,  Lewis  Hill  believed  that 
radio  could  become  the  medium  for  the  expression 
of  these,  and  at  the  same  time  for  the  exploration  of 
insights  into  the  resolution  of  conflicts  between  indi- 
viduals and  nations.  Peace,  and  the  fellowship  of  man 
were  at  the  center  of  meaning  in  KPFA's  inception. 
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Pacifica  Foundation  was  formed  early  in  1946  by 
Lewis  Hill  and  a  small  group  of  acquaintances  in  San 
Francisco.  Most  of  them  were  professional  radio  peo- 
ple, but  there  was  neither  social,  financial,  nor  profes- 
sional prestige  among  them.  They  shared  no  exact  po- 
litical or  economic  credo.  But  they  did  share  a  vital 
concern  for  the  individual  creative  way  of  life  in  a 
peaceful  society  (emphasis  McKinney's).  They  wanted 
to  build  a  public  communications  center  not  only  to 
disseminate  the  diversity  of  thought  and  art  produced 
by  this  and  other  societies,  but  to  make  possible  a 
way  of  life  for  individuals  or  artistic  and  intellectual 
abilities  to  contribute  to  the  culture  themselves. 

The  group  recognized  that  new  channels  of  education 
were  needed  if  the  cause  of  peace,  and  the  communi- 
cation of  serious  arts,  were  to  be  furthered. 

It  was  obvious  to  the  group  originating  Pacifica  Foun- 
dation that  war  cannot  be  prevented  through  primari- 
ly intellectual  appeals.  ...  It  was  the  conviction  of 
Pacifica's  founders  that  the  major  job  of  education 
toward  a  peaceful  world  is  through  public  communi- 
cations centers— newspapers  and  radio  stations,  where 
principles  of  world  understanding  have  direct  import 
in  familiar  situations.  Searching  out  these  principles 
in  the  open  controversy  of  the  traditional  American 
free  forum  was  a  major  concern  of  Pacifica  Founda- 


tion, along  with  the  communication  of  the  musical, 
dramatic  and  literary  arts,  and  the  exploration  of  re- 
ligion, science  and  philosophy.  .  .  . 

This  commitment  is  built  into  the  very  structure 
of  Pacifica.  The  Articles  of  Incorporation: 

"The  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be. . . . 

(b)  To  establish  and  operate  for  educational  pur- 
poses, in  such  manner  that  the  facilities  involved  shall 
be  as  nearly  self-sustaining  as  possible,  one  or  more  ra- 
dio broadcasting  stations. . . 

(c)  In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  encourage 
and  provide  outlets  for  the  creative  skills  and  energies 
of  the  community.  .  .  . 

(d)  In  radio  broadcasting  operations  to  engage  in 
any  activity  that  shall  contribute  to  a  lasting  under- 
standing between  nations  and  between  the  individuals 
of  all  nations,  races,  creeds  and  colors  (emphasis  add- 
ed); to  gather  and  disseminate  information  on  the 
causes  of  conflict  between  any  and  all  of  such  groups; 
and  through  any  and  all  means  compatible  with  the 
purposes  of  this  Corporation,  to  promote  the  study  of 
political  and  economic  problems  and  of  the  causes  of 
religious,  philosophical  and  racial  antagonisms. 

It  has  recently  been  proposed  that  this  1947 
document  be  amended  to  reflect  Pacifica's  commitment 
to  the  fight  against  sexism  and  sexual  oppression.

SCHUBERT  LIVE:  A  Sesquicentennial  Celebration 

This  past  year,  the  world  payed  homage  to  one  of 
Western  music's  most  beloved  composers,  Franz  Schubert. 
In  November  of  1978,  UCLA  iomed  in  the  celebration  with 
a  special  series  of  lecture-demonstrations  and  concerts. 
KPFK  recorded  the  series  and  invites  our  audience  to  at- 
tend via  radio  the  exploration  of  the  musical  life  and  times 
of  Schubert. 

Schubert:  The  Golden  Era  of  Vienna 

The  Coordinator  and  Instructor  is  Professor 
Robert  Winter,  scholar-performer  on  the  UCl.A  Music 
Faculty,  and  internationally  recognized  expert  on  Bee- 
thoven and  Schubert.  Professor  Winter  provides  a  rare 
look  into  the  life  and  creations  of  Schubert  in  the  gold- 
en era  of  Vienna.  The  informal  classes  are  full  of  musical 
examples,  both  recorded  and  live;  those  live,  performed 
by  Professor  Winter  and  guest  artists.

RADIO  DRAMA:  Pinter  and  Prisons 

"Communication  is  too  alarminq;  to  disclose 
to  others  t tie  poverty  within  us  is  too  fearsome  a  pros- 
pect." (Harold  Pinter) 

In  contrast  to  the  previous  full-length  radio 
dramas,  February's  Los  Angeles  Theater  of  the  Ear 
presentation  will  be  a  selection  from  the  works  of  Ha- 
rold Pinter-prose,  poetry  and  drama,  all  of  which  are 
seldom  performed  on  radio  or  in  the  theater. 

In  "Kullus,"  a  prose  monologue  written  in 
1949,  Pinter  explores  the  theme  which  was  to  preoccupy 
him  in  much  of  his  later  work— the  threat  of  the  intruder. 
Landscape  was  written  19  years  later,  in  1968.  In  this 
one-act  drama,  the  theme  is  much  more  complex:  Beth 
and  Duff  are  a  married,  middle-aged  couple.  The  tragedy 
of  their  situation  is  that  despite  years  spent  together, 
communication  has  become  impossible;  they  are  trapped 
within  the  past.  By  the  counterpoint  of  monologues  and 
by  almost  "orchestrating"  his  writing,  Pinter  clearly  il- 
lustrates the  debilitating  effect  which  distorted  memory 
has  on  a  relationship.  The  program  was  conceived  and 
directed  by  Gillian   Fleming,  who  until  recently  lived 
in  Manchester,  F.ngland.

We  haven't  previewed  Norma  Rae,  but  we've  eagerly 
anticipated  seeing  it  since  before  the  cameras  rolled. 
Here's  what  20th  Century  Fox  tells  us  about  the 
film: 

"  The  heroine,  Norma  Rae,  is  an  appealing 
though  poorly  educated   'round  heels'  whose  existence 
as  a  factory  worker  in  a  Southern  textile  town  is  drama- 
tically altered  when  circumstances  bring  about  a  rela- 
tionship with  a  New  York  labor  organizer,  a  man  unlike 
anyone  she  has  ever  known.  Although  his  way  of  think- 
ing and  living  are  foreign  to  her  view  of  life,  he  becomes 
Norma  Rae's  mentor.  As  she  joins  him  in  the  struggle 
to  achieve  recognition  for  their  union,  he  guides  her  in- 
to an  awakening  sense  of  her  dignity  and  worth  as  a  hu- 
man being. 

"Norma  Rae  was  meticulously  produced  by 
two  young  women  producers,  Tamara  Asseyev  and 
Alex  Rose,  and  based  on  a  screenplay  by  Irving  Ra- 
vetch  and  Harriet  Frank  |r.  It  was  directed  by  Martin 
Ritt  (The  Front,  Sounder,  The  Great  White  Hope,  Hud 
among  other  credits).  The  film  is  suffused  with  humor, 
and  glows  with  warmth  even  though  a  clash  between 
the  fiercely  opposing  forces  of  management  and  labor 
rages  at  its  core. 

"In  filming  a  screenplay  in  which  the  charac- 
ters are  so  carefully  delineated,  the  casting  becomes 
particularly  crucial  and  Norma  Rae  draws  much  of  its 
strength  from  the  central  performance  by  Sally  Field 
in  the  title  role.  She  captures  the  pathos,  the  anger,  the 
frustrations,  the  complexities  of  character  which  make 
her  Norma  Rae  fully  dimensional;  an  intelligently  real- 
ized portrait  of  a  woman  in  today's  society  who  does 
not  have  the  advantage  of  education  and  background. 

"Ron  Liebman  (tv's  Kaz)  brings  his  personal 
electricity  to  the  role  of  the  brash  New  Yorker  who  acts 
as  the  catalyst  in  Norma  Rae's  transformation.  Thi^re  is 
a  reservoir  of  moral  strength  in  the  character,  for  the 
mentor  relationship  remains  undiluted  by  sexual  dal- 
liance, even  though  a  strong  attraction  exists.  Beau 
Bridges  gives  a  finely  etched  performance,  portraying 
a  Southerner  who  acknowledges  his  wife's  growth  even 
though  he  himself  cannot  keep  pace  v/ith  her.

Constructive  criticism  is  more  like- 
ly to  appear  than  name-calling,  for  example.     Keep  the 
cards  and  tetters  coming  in,  every  sinql:'  one  is  read  and 
appreciated.

THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which  saves  us  a 
lot  of  money  but  which  is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us-through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  SI  5  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.     If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  sjbscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.  Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.  First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  38  extra  per  year  (pro-rated 
at  75  cents  per  month  for  current  subxriptions).  This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom— to  name  just 
a  few.  If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you. 


MOVING-ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label— that  will  insure 
instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us. 

PRISONER  SUBSCRIPTIONS 

KPFK  seends  free  to  any  prisoner,  upon  request,  the 
Folio. 

CASSETTE  FOLIOS  FOR  THE  PRINT  HANDICAPPED 

The  Folio  is  available  on  cassette  (returnable)  to  all 
print  handicapped  subscribers.    If  you  would  like  to 
receive  the  Folio  in  this  form,  please  tear  off  the  address 
label  on  the  back  of  the  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).    Within  two  months,  you  will 
be  receiving  your  complete  program  guide  on  cassette.    The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

EXCHANGE  MAILING  LISTS 

KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  subscriber  lists  to 
other  organizations  of  common  interest  (Channel  28, 
Ralph  Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).  If  you  don't  want  to  be 
on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send  your  Folio  label  to  the 
Subscriptions  Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  Code. 
Your  name  will  then  be  automatically  removed  from 
all  mailings  except  for  the  Folio  and  renewal  letters.
